it did not enforce competition, Herbert 
Knox Smith, former commissioner of 
corporations, told the house commerce 
commission today at a hearing on the 
Murdock trade commission bill. With 
William Draper Lewis, dean of the law 
school of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and D. R. Richb^rg 
of New 
York, Mr. Smith favored the Mhrdock 
bill embodying the ideas of the pro- 
gressive part as opposed to the Clay- 
ton administration bill. They declared 
the Murdock bill would be more ef- 
fective. 


Anti-trust Legislation.

Debated at 


Washington Where Congress 


Remove! Red tight

Washington, Feb. 11—The National 
Capital's vice district is on the move. 
The new Kenyon "injunction and 
abatement" law. will'forever remove 
this sewer spot in the 
: city. Because 
Washington is the first large eastern 
city to adopt this "Iowa idea" the 
operation of the new statute will be 
watched with interest all over the 
country. 
The Kenyon measure,,in brief, pro- 
vides that any citizen may obtain an 
injunction against use ot:any property 
in the District for immoral purpose* 
on showing that the property is thus 
used. Iowa cities adopted such a law 
a dozen years ago and have succeeded 
in ridding their environs of these seg- 
regated vice districts. 
>, 
Washington's "red light" section has 
been notorious 
for years. Up until 
ten years ago the entire vice section 
was quartered in half a dozen streets 
directly off Pennsylvania Avenue, and 
bounded^ -by Twelfth, D, B, and Fif- 
teentfi""str,eets. Police recognized the 
boundaries of this quarter, kept track 
of its denizens, and preserved order 
there. 
Indeed, it had long been the boast 


of the Washington police department 
that Washington's tenderloin was "the 
safest place in the city," and tiiat 
boast was not baseless. It was a rare 
occasion for any of the unfortunates 
to be taken into, court, and arrests of 
habitues Jof the houses or of casual 
visitors were far from'frequent. 
It was proved, by the police that this 
semi-official recognition and 
segre- 
gation 
meant 
that 
Washington's 
streets by day or night were absolute- 
ly free of street! walkers. The women 
of the segregated district were known 
and registered 'as-such, and they knew 
that "street^'.-walliing" 
would mean 
exile from;WashiiiiBtbn. 
Persons TVho have/xipenly _or secret- 
ly opposed the Keriypn measure have 
prophesied that stamping-out'of tue 
tenderloin will mean that Washing- 
ton's residential sections will suffer 
as a result; that if some of the women 
that are chased out of the tenderloin 
will not spread
